BURROWING BEES. 


Tker An »•« awUI IBM*** Like the

.The burrowing be*t are commonly 
ranked with solitary Insects. Certainly 
the.y are not "social," living In organis- 
ed coimmiultittj, like honeybees. 
But 


one mly:ht venture to call them "neigh- 
Iwrly Insects," for they lovo to make 
their cavernous hermitages In well 
peopled neighborhoods. 


their burrow sites are preferably up- 


on hard, dry stfots, with a bit of slope, 
maybe. Therein the mother will cluk 
a shaft eight or ten Inches deep and 
about three-eighths of an inch wide. 
Ou either side she will dig out small 
ovate cells, live or six In all, whh'h she 
duly provisions and supplies with an 
egg apiece. 


The burrows are about the bigness of 


the occupant aud extend inward for a 
foot or s.), with sundry enlargements, 
after the fashion of their kind, where- 
in th.» young are bred. In the height 
of the season these bee neighborhoods 
are the scene of a busy life. The air 
resounds with the hum of wings a? the 
insects tiy to and fro on parental duties 
bent, plenlshhig their nurseries with 
pollen and honey of. the tlowers. But 
just inside each burrow gate an inter- 
esting phase of insect life goes on. Be- 
yond the gateway, which Is about the 
length of the bee, there rises a vesti- 
bule—a tiny expansion of the burrow— 
whose use soon appear!. Just within 
the gateway, with face toward the 
opening, one of the housekeepers, now 
the male and now the female, but often- 
er the former, keeps constantly on 
guard. 
And great need there Is for 


such sentry duty, for Insect rogues and 
thieves besiege the doors to plunder 
the contents of the nurseries or infect" 
them 'with parasitic eggs.—Harper's.

This bathroom In Japan was a tiny 


space 4 by 6 feet, says a writer In the 
Craftsman. In it were four objects, a 
stool to sit upon when washing oneself 
before getting into the hath, a shining 
brass wash basin, a wooden pail and 
dipper in which to fetch the bath wa- 
ter and the tub. The tub. like most 
private baths, was round, casket shap- 
ed and made of white wood. It was 
perhaps thirty Inches In diameter and 
twenty-seven Inches high. 
A copper 


funnel or tube passing through the bot- 
tom went up inside close to the edge. 
This, filled with lighted charcoal, sup- 
plied heat for the water. The pipe was 
higher than the tub, so the water 
could not leak inside. A few tracu- 
, verse h?rs of wood fitted Into grooves 
and formed a protection so the bather 
could kneel In the tub without coming 
In contact with the hot pipe. The walls 
of the room were of white wood, with 
a pretty grain; the floor of pine, laid 
with a slight slope and grooved so the 
water might flow Into a gutter and.

For ten years 1 have known all 
the c-iuses of weather changes but the 
law tnat governs tbe change from one 
cause to another aud from oue earth- 
channel to another hafl baffled me for 
fifteen years and therefore 1 could not 
prevent the occasional kuock-out errors 
that have occurred in uiy forecasts.

At the end of July, 1908. I had sent 


to 36 meteorological scientists, includ- 
ing 8 weather bureau professors, my 
charted forecasts for 8 months and had 
made an average of about 88 per cent, 
good. I waa trying to convince these 
scientists against their will but I saw 
that I must make al least 75 per cent, 
good before they will concede the value 
of my discoveries, aud this I could not 
do w'ilhout flndluK the law above re- 
ferred to. I determined to make oue 
last effort. Six weeks of Intense study 
and experiments brought the victory 
and I uow have that immensely im- 
portant law. 
This discovery 
necessitates 
some 


changes iu my astronomical record 
uud as soon as Lhese can be made F not 
only expect to make the 75 percent, 
good forecasts but 1 confidently ex- 
pect to convert all scientists lo the cause 
of planetary meteorology. 


The cause of the great earthquakes, 


hurricanes and tornadoes this year is 
found iu tht equinox of Saturn. Sim- 
ilar events will be found to have oc- 
curred at past equinoxes of that planet 
which occurred 29J years ago and at 
equal intervals before. 
The minor 


equinox of that planet occurred this 
year and the major equinox a little less 
tbau 15 years ago aud before that at 
intervals of 29} years. Disturbances of 
the two equinoxes are similar but do 
not affect Ihe same localities. Unbe- 
lievers iu planetary meteorology might 
do well to Investigate these matters. 


Unions not Misled.

Representative Roswell B. Burch-

He Is now In 
the position of the hound who bit a 
hedgehog aud with all four feet he is 
throwing dust to bide the facts and his 
own discomfort. 


"Having abandoned the fake about the 


petition be Is, In another violation of 
the Ninth Commandmeut, making an 
effort to have it appear that the Legis- 
lative committee which has charge of 
these labor bills is In a muddle con- 
cerning the documents In Its possession. 
Fortunately these are all printed and 
ou file, not only lu the committee's 
room, but for public use in the State 
library. There haa been uo confusion 
concerning them. When Mr. Carroll 
says 'the burdens of labor should be 
ameliorated he speaks a truth, and we 
are all working for. that truth; but 
when he Bays that that amelioration Is 
to come through the Democratic party 
ho In uttering hla moat stupendous 
fake."

Ac- 
cording to the «'atem>iut of the Quart- 
ermaster General's office, II liaa taktm 
just twelve days to gel .all tbe troops 
nfluat. the last expedition, having al- 
ready left Newport News, is probably 
by this time on Cuban soil. This is 
the more remarkable In that there was 
only one transport, the Humuer, avail- 
able when the emergency occurred. 
IJoih Quurlermaater General Hum- 
phrey aud his assistant are very proud 
of ihe showing that has been made. 
If 


transports bad been available when 
tbe order was given to move the troops 
the entire expedition i-ould have been 
afloat within one week. As it was, 
however, steamers had to be chartered 
and refitted lor use as transports. In 
addition to Ihe men that have been 
sent, amounting altogether to 6000, 
there has heeu over 2000 horses shipped 
beside large quantities ot stores aud 
ammnuitioti 
It is understood that 


Newport News will be made the base 
of supplies as long as it is necessary to 
retain military control In Cuba. 


There have been numerous changea 


uf elation in the warships now in Cub? n 
waters 
It is thought that it will be 


necessary tu retain only four cruisers 
there, the Cleveland, llie Tacomi, the 
Des Moines and the Denver. Several 
vessels will be kepi at Key West while 
the Minneapolis and the New York 
have already been ordered back to the 
United States for necessary repairs. 


The question of ultimate annexation 


comei up much ofteuer from Cuban 
sources than tbe United Stales otliciale 
are willing to discuss it. It is said, un- 
officially, at the State Department, that 
there is not only no present Intention 
of annexation, but that this country 
will refuse every opportunity in that 
direction, and the Cubans must take 
their chances with another trial of gov- 
ernment on their own lesponsibiliiy. 
What might happen should Ibis Be'c- 
oml trial fall is a question that nobody 
in aulhoiity in Washington is H i l l i n g 
to discus.-just now. 


The long agitated question of tne re- 


tention by thin government of the Isle 
of i'ines was again broached to Secre- 
tary Taft. Tlie residents of the Isle, 
who all along nave been anxious for 
American government, sent an urgent 
petition to the Secretary, but it is very 
well understood tnat the position of 
this government has already been taken 
aud there is no likelihood that any- 
thing tbe American inhabitants may 
say will have the slightest effect. 


Officials of the Immigration Deparl- 


uieut are going on a slill hunt for the 
people whom it is supposed have been 
evading the alien contract-labor law 
for a long time past aud importing 
English girls lo work in tbe Soulh- 
eru cotton mills. This case was first 
brought to light by tbe detention lu 
Washington of a eirl who gave her 
name first as Hilda 
Barnes and 


afterwards as Hilda Elliott. She said 
that she was going South to visit rela- 
tives and had been deserted in Wash- 
ington. It afterward developed that 
she had been in South Carolina for 
•ometlme aud that she was really on 
her way north, instead of south, when 
she applied tu the police for assistance. 
The ghl's conflicting stories aroused 
suspicion, aud there afterward devel- 
oped a strong probability of extensive 
Immigration 
frauds. 
Preparations 


were made to send an inspector to Gas- 
ton, N. U., but the case was kept quiet 
in the belief that premature publication 
would defeat tbe ends of justice. One 
of the Washington papers, however, 
broke faith in the matter, and as the 
whole slorv has uow been printed, uo 
harm can be done by referring to it. 
It 


is alleged I hat agents have been work- 
ing extensively in Euglaud attracting 
youug girls to this country with the 
promise of high wages aud good work- 
ing conditions. It is believed that as 
many as 1000 have been imported to 
different points in the south. Once 
landed here the girls were bitterly 
undeceived, aud it is said that the 
Barnes girl waa escaping from the 
Southern country 
when her inouey 


gave out. 
Siuce hen money has bceu 


sent her in au eflort to get her out of 
tbe reach of tbe authorities aud put a 
atop to tbe Investigation, but it is uow 
too late to do this 


Another bad story of Southern cru- 


elty haa been laid before the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which haa been aaked 
to seDd a special ageut to inquire iuto 
labor conditions south of Tampa, Fla. 
It is claimed that hundreds of men are 
held there in virtual slavery lu the 
phosphate mines, the turpeutiue groves 
aud tbe lumber camps. Most of these 
men are negroes, but it is aaid that 
many of them are white. They are 
surrounded by armed guarda, who do 
not hesitate to use their rifles at the Urst 
attempt to escape, aud the residents of 
this sparsely settled section are afraid 
to give evideuce to the authorities ao 
that tbe case la rather a bard one to 
work out. Oue of .the features of the 
atory ia that the owners of these slaves 
are not Southern men but that in real- 
ity big northern capital is back of the 
most of tbe enterprises where this peou 
labor ia used. 


A very interesting report has been 


issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture ou'the subject of the American 
wheat crop. 
The author 
is Mark 


Carletou, who has been in charge of 
this special Hub of Investigation for 
some lime. Hla coiiclusiou is that 
although the United States last year 
produced 693,000,000 bushels of wheat 
there la uo reason why this crop can- 
not be more than doubled. Mr. Oarle- 
tou says that a crop of a billion and 
one-half bushels la quite withiu 
the 


range of possibility, which would make 
the United States produce more tbau 
half of the entire wheat crop of the 
world. The Department of Agricul- 
ture i* uow busy, both in expanding 
the wheat producing area by the intro- 
duction of new grain thai is adapted to 
conditions where wheat is not now 
grown, aud In increasing the yield over 
the territory 
where wheal 
is now 


raised.

SHAKESPEARE'S NAME.

Tke Great Poet Hlmeelf Spelled 


ID Different W«T«. 


Our great poet Shakespeare spelled 


bis surname In two ways— viz, "Sliak- 
spere" and "Shakspeare" In writing 
the three signatures to his will, now at 
Somerset House. Besides these three 
there are two other authentic signa- 
tures, of which the first, In the con- 
veyance of his Blackfriars property, is 
written ''Slmkspere," and the second 
In the mortgage deed relating to the 
same property, has been Interpreter 
both as "Snakspere" and "Shakapeare." 
''Sbakspere" Is the spelling of the al 
legod autograph In the British mu 
seum copy of Florlo'a "Montaigne," 
but the authenticity of tbe signature 
is considered doubtful. The name of 
tbe poet's father occur* slity-sli times 
In the council books of Stratford and 
Is spelled In sixteen ways, th» com- 
monest form being "Bhaipere." Al- 
most all references to th« poet In the 
seventeenth century give tbe form 
"Shakespeare," which 1» used also on 
tbe grant of arms In 1H06, In tbe li- 
cense to the players of 1003 and hi tbe 
text of all the legal documents relat- 
ing to the poet'* property. That the 
poet sanctioned this spelling Is clear 
from Its adoption in the "Venus and 
Adonis" of 151)3 and tbe "Lucrece" of 
1691, which were produced under his 
supervision.— London Standard.

Tbe earthquake of April 18 caused a 


few million dollars' damage—possibly 
$10,000,000 would cover tbat low. The 
tire, woicb bad full play after the 
quake bad broken tbe water mams, 
burued over 514 squares, or 2560 acres, 
or four square miles, tbe total loss be- 
iug estimsted at $500.000 000. Ou this 
property '.ber* wan insurance amount- 
ing to about $816.000.000. Of this lu- 
eiirauce about $150,01)0,000 had beeu 
paid in cub to policy holders up to Sept. 
15. 


FUGITIVES HAVE RETURNED 


The tin*, *: everybody knows, de- 


stroyed the. business district of Bau 
Fraucisco, but left the shipping aud 
residence districts intact. Commerce 
confined wltbout Interruption, except 
such Incidental disturbances as the 
location of new storage places and the 
accumulation of freight. Thousands 
of people left tbe city immediately after 
tbe disaster, but aucb competent au- 
thorities as Mr.Charles 8. Fee, passen- 
ger traffic manager of the Southern 
PaciHc, estimate that 98 per cent of 
these refugees have returned. Tbeir 
homes beiug Intact, they flud that San 
Francisco is tbe place for them, after 
all, aud (bey are turning in to rebuild 
tbe city, either with tbeir capital or 
tbelr labor. 


When the fire died down on April 21, 


the people of San Francisco were con- 
fronted with mighty problems, some of 
tbem demanding instant solution. Oue 
was clearing the streets iu order that 
communication might 
be restored. 


Thirty-nix miles of streets were piled 
high with dabris. Within five mouths 
tills enormous mass of material has 
beeu removed, trolley wires have been 
strung, street car iruffic re-eEtablisued, 
uud a system of debris removal Inau- 
gurated which disposes of 100 carloads 
a day. If more labor were to be had 
tbe work would go much faster. 


Admission day was celebrated this 


year on Monday, Sept. 10. I saw tbe 
the city on that day for the first time 
since the disaster. The scene was,ap- 
palling. With tbe exception of a work- 
er here aud there, tbe destroyed dis- 
trict was destitute of laboring meu. 
Iluius, ruins m every direction, as far 
as tbe eye could see; millions of tons of 
bricks aud mortar piled up in half-de- 
stroyed basements; a strong breeze 
blowing dust and ashes everywhere; 
writhing steel beams aud crumbling 
granite marking the sites of once Im- 
posing' buildings, and the very thought 
of briuglng order out of chaos sufficient 
to stager the Imagination 


THOUSANDS AT WOKK ON THE HU1NB 
Ou the next day a far different pic- 


ture was presented. In every base- 
ineut was a gang of workmen. They 
struggled with girders, piled brick, 
sifted good material from refuse, hand- 
led pick aud shovel, mixed mortar 
aud 
loaded 
wagous witb 
debris. 


Thousands of busy bauds were to be 
seeu dowu every street. Thousands of 
teams went about ou tbe simultaueous 
task of removal and reconstruction. 
From balf-tiiiished steel buildings were 
seen donkey eugiues iu full blast, 
drawing up loads of steel, stone aud 
brick. Ou sites already cleared car- 
penters aud masons were at work by 
tbe tbousauds, rusbiug up temporary 
frame 
buildings. Over 
6000 frame 


buildings bave beeu erected since the 
fire, almost entirely for business pur- 
poses. 


To one familiar with tbe crowds that 


made Market street aud tbe ferries fa- 
tiioua, there does uot appear to be any 
diminution of population. Tbe car 
system Is wholly Inadequate, although 
herculean efforts bave beeu made to 
establish communication. Tbe ferries 
are as crowded as ever. Theatres are 
filled to suffocation. Tbe St. Francis 
Hotel put up a temporary structure iu 
'Union square, and it is turulug away 
a hundred guests dally. Other hotels 
are filled and turning people away. H 
require* only a visit to San Fraucisco 
'to disprove the report that tbe cily has 
lost half its population. 


VAN NESS AVENUE FAVORED 


Anomalous conditions resulted from 


'the haste of merchants to get into 
bneluew. Van Ness avenue was seized 
upon, partly because it was a wide, 
paved, tbroughfare, aud partly because 
H was the street nearest to the burued 
district which bad been left intact on 
one aide. The residence ou the weal 
side of the avenue were transformed 
Into busluets houses with incredible 
swiftness, aud tbe burned line along 
eastern -side wa* covered witb frame 
buildings. The street Is now lined 
from oue end to the other with retail 
suops, some of them bearing the names 
of rich and long-established firms. 
Plate glass Is used prodigally, aud the 
avenue Is brilliant witb electric signs. 
One may precure along Van Ness ave- 
nue the. richest fabrics and costliest 
jewelry, as well as anything else pro- 
curable in auy city. With flags fly- 
lug aud gilt signs glittering In the 
sun, this loug and wide thoroughfore 
bas become tbe business centre, and Is 
continually crowded. 


Judging by tbe experience of other 


cities, It seems probable tbat Van Ness 
avenue will remain the centre of the 
shopping district. It took au earth- 
quake to shift the crowds from Kearny 
to Van Ness, and perhaps nothing short 
of au earthquake can shift them back 
again. Oue or two big firms, seeing 
this, have let contracts for the erection 
of permanent contract buildings ou 
v au Ness avenue, aud others are likely 
to follow. Rents are enormously high, 
a"d property owners along the street 
are getting more for ground reut now 
than they obtained for buildings before 
the disaster. 


Tbe quake shook the life out of some 


old firms and hastened the birth of 
many new ones. Dozen? of stores bear 
tbe names of men who were clerks 
before April 18. Merchants from other 
cities have stepped lu and established 
bouses here. Competition 
Is keeu, 


and money appears to be more plenti- 
ful than for many years. 


Ibe financial soundness of San Fran- 


cisco has beeu demonstrated iu various 
ways. The bank cleariugs are much 
]»rger than before the Ore. Some of 
"'e uew money comes from Insurance 
companies, of eour.w, but not all of It. 
i be buslnan of th* bunk I* greater 
'than ever. In some of tb*m with- 
omwal* exoMd diposiu, but Ib* tnon*y 


i..

The scarcity of skilled and unbilled 


labor U tbe chief drawback tu rapid 
construction. Wages are exorbitantly 
bigb; but this u tuu fruit of cuuuautors 
aud proprietors rather ibau of tbe labor 
unions. The pluwbera aud stationary 
engineer*thought they aaw a chance 
to get rich quick aud lalsed their 
scale, but were uot sustained by tbe 
labor council, which is an amalgama- 
tion of all iIn- unious. aud the old 
wages were restored. But the owners 
of buildings which were unrlng com- 
pletion at tbe lime of tbe disaster are 
feverish lu their anxieiv to u-iniplete 
tbelr buildings aud obtain famine rent- 
als, aud their tactics lu raising tbe 
wages of working men have caused la- 
bor price* to soar. Ou this emergency 
work plasterers are gettln" $9 to $ll a 
day; bricklayers. $10 a day carpenters, 
$7 aud $8, stoue manous, $8 to $10, aud 
other sullied labor in proportion. San 
Francisco u a paradise for a working- 
man. 


Unskilled labor is hard to find. Tbe 


city needs 20,000 skilled men aud could 
employ 30,000 unskilled laborers. Some 
of tbe shrewder unskilled men bave 
clubbed together aud formed little com- 
panics of their own. They take a con- 
tract to remove debris for a price, aud 
perform the work during the noon 
bour aud lu the night. As unskilled 
labor is getting $4 a day, these willing 
workers who put in extra time are 
getting more money than tbey ever 
saw before. Iu much of the burned 
district work la carried ou by electric 
lipht. 


There is some complaint that tbe 


construction of nig steel aud concrete 
buildings is uot rapid. It Is true tbat 
few such buildings have beeu started 
since tbe earthquake. But there are 
excelleut reasons for it. 
Ouly five 


mouths have elapsed. The ashes were 
hot for weeks after the fire. The insur- 
ance companies, fearing bankruptcy, 
forbade the removal of debris ou the 
grouud Unit the salvage question must 
be settled lir»t. Some of the intending 
builders may have decided to wait 
until the emergency prices paid by 
other proprietors and contractors had 
been reduced. The chief explauatiou 
however, is the sininle fact lUat five 
mouths is a short time iu which a.flrm 
can recognize its plans, remove debris, 
plan a new building, make Its finan- 
cial arrangements, and begin construc- 
tion. Ou the whole, the progress tbat 
bas beeu made is nothing short of mar- 
velous. 


NO DOUBT OF TUB FUTUiiE 


Will San Fraucisco ever be rebuilt? 


is the question asked by people in the 
East. The answer is that Bau Francis- 
co is uow being rebuilt. It Is uot a 
question of the distant future. The 
process Is visible to the naked eye. 
Every steel building that was under 
construction at tne disaster is beiug 
rushed to completion. Other buildings 
have beeu contracted for, aud with the 
removal of debris aud the arrival of 
materials 
the work 
will 
proceed. 


Nothlug could be more absurd thau to 
doubt the recovery of Bau Fraucieco 
from its great misfortune, iu tne face 
of the work that is actually In progress. 
The contract for the reconstruction of 
the jfalace Hotel ou its old sue, on u 
grauder scale than ever, has been let. 
The St. Francis is uow completing its 
great steel auuex. Business houses 
are arranging to build uewer aud 
stronger structures tbau those which 
succumbed to the conflagraliou 
of 


April 18-21. The city will uot be re- 
built in a day, or a year, but it will go 
upwith remarkable quickness. 


A WEAK CITV OOVEBXAIEXT. 


The municipality is uot governed as 


it should be. There Is laxity of man- 
agement, aud couslautlcbarges of graft. 
The city hall lies just as it emerged 
from tbe disaster, without a girder re. 
moved or a brick piled up. The side- 
walks throughout tbe burued district 
are uot cleared, although the city gov- 
ernment has ample power to force re- 
construction. The streets are uuswept 
aud unsprlukled. Instead of leading 
lu the rehabilitation work, city offi- 
cials are wraugllug over spoils, putting 
up political jobs, and generally prov- 
ing their Incompetence aud uufUueas. 
Altbougb Mayor pcbinitz proved equal 
to the emergency of tbe earthquake 
aud fire, he dues not rise to tbe occa- 
sion lu these days of reconstruction. 


Private enterprise u Immeasurably 


ahead of municipal action. 


THE TALK OF A CITY BEAUTIFUL. 
There bas been much talk of a "city 


beautiful," with winding avenues about 
the hills, broad boulevards, park ex- 
tensions, aud so ou. It was thought 
tbat with tbe buildings levelled to tbe 
ground, the opportunity Was open for 
the construction of a model modern 
city, uniting utility and beauty to a 
degree uever yet approached iu Amer- 
ica. A little study of tbe situation 
shows tbat this is nothing but a dream. 
San Francisco people bave euougb ou 
their bunds iu tbe way of getting into 
business again, in any sbape, wltbout 
tackling the great task of forming a 
city ou ieatbetlc lines. Here aud there 
a street may be widened aud a little 
park established, but in tbe main there 
will be no attempt to reform the plans 
upon which the city was built. 
if it was difficult before the fire to 


obtain uuitsd action toward civic bet- 
terment, It Is doubly difficult now, 
when eVery man must look out for 
himself. The Incompetence of tbe city 
authorities is another reason why tbe. 
city will not be remodelled. Public 
confidence iu the Government is shat- 
tered, and few of the really influential 
men would be williug to 
cooperate 


with the municipality iu planning ex- 
tensive expenditure)). They waut to 
see something done right now, aud 
they reasou that if tbe city officials 
cannot sweep the streets aud 
clear 


the sidewalks, tbey are not the meu to 
attack the problem of building a city 
beautiful. 
The railroads terminating at San 


Fraucisco—the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe—areamoug tbe most poteul 
forces iu rebuilding tbe city. They 
saved San Fraucisco from panic and 
possible greater disaster during the 
time of stress by carrying away thous. 
ands of people free of charge aud bring- 
ing in emergency suppliw. E. H. 
Harrliuan rushed to dan Francisco and 
personally aided the committee of fifty 
In meeting an unprecedented situation. 
From an attitude of Intents rancor the 
people of Han Francisco began to see 
that tbe railroads wert not altogether 
bad. 
After tbe crisis the railroads turned

COMPANIES. 


The Insurance situation at Bau Fran- 


cisco Is •xa*p*ralluB to tiXH* who hap- 
pened to bave poltcx* to sljaky or die 
bouwt companton, but ou tb* wbol* tb* 
lapse* of tbe** companies bave uot af- 
fected tb* city aa uerlously as early re- 
ports Indicated. Nearly one half of all 
losses baa beeu paid. Considering the 
fact tbat lusurauo* records, aa well u 
everything else, went up lu smoke, this 
I* a fairly good snowing for five months. 
Payments an btlug mad* through tb* 
bunks at tb* rate of nearly $1,000,000 a 
day. Tb* money got* Into Irnmadiat* 
circulation for tb* most part, and tta* 
resulting activity overshadows tbe fact 
tbat hundreds of other policyboldera 
are waiting for a settlement. 


The people of San Frauckco, person- 


ally and through tbelr commercial or- 
ganizations, are watching the insur- 
ance com pan m witb a jealous eye. 
Companies tbat cam* to the frout with 
money are reaping a harvest of new 
business, while those which fought for 
time or actually repudiated their obli- 
gations iu wbole or m part will b* 
made to smart for it. 


The Chamber of Commerce la mak- 


ing up a list of honest aud dishonest 
companies. The California delegation 
lu Congress will bave something to 
say on tbe subject next winter. The 
names of defaulting companies are lo 
be sent broadcast through the world, 
aud the opinion is universal lu San 
Fraucisco that iu tbe long run the de- 
faulting companies will discover tbat 
they played a losing game when they 
defrauded policy-holders of their rights. 


Insurance litigaiiou promises to be- 


cumo great. Policyholders wlio have 
money enough to light are not slow iu 
invoking the aid of the courts. Oue or 
two important cases already huve beeu 
decided, but tbe crucial question is yet 
tu be passed upon. The question is us 
to the part plnyed by tbe earthquake 
iu causing fire losses. Policies are va- 
riously worded, but iu tbe main they 
provide tbat payments sball uot be 
made if tbe loss is caused "directly nr 
indirectly" by earthquake or other act 
ofUod. Of course, if there bad beeu 
uo earthquake there would have beeu 
uo fire, but the man whose house was 
consumed three days after tbu quake 
does not think tbe direct cau^e is quite 
close enough to tbe effect to justify the 
insurance companies iu repudiating all 
liability. 


STILL QOOD-HUMORE1> 


During the disaster the good humor 


and self-possession of San Franciscans 
astonished the world. Now, lu the 
long tug of disposing of the ashes and 
rebuilding the city, this good humor 
uever deserts then, aud they are as 
coufideut as though they were begin- 
ning a city for tbe first time. There is 
iuepiratiou lu numbers, comfort iu 
common trouble, and a spirit of brother- 
hood tbat bas uot deserted them, al- 
though it la uot as marked as it was 
duriug times of danger. The love of 
good cheer iu the way of eating, drink- 
ing aud listening to music is as strong 
as over. The climate Is a coutiuual 
tonic, and Invites to hard work. The 
very size of tbeir disaster seems to 
nerve the San Frauciscaus to hasten 
the reconstruction of the new city. 


They come very near to boa>tiug 


when tbey show their ruins, aud some 
of them display a remarkably fresh 
memory of history by com paring their 
disaster with tne Cute of other cities 
tkat have perished by earthquake aud 
lire, aud rlseu again. According lo 
these meu, who cite history while 
making it, the only hi) nil re that excel- 
led San Francisco was tbat which 
consumed Kouie, in Nero's time. 
The 


great fires of iioudou, Boston, Chicago 
and Baltimore were mere hints of what 
a real conflagration can do. Bo say 
these dusty, i>:uiliug, tireless Bau Frau- 
ciscans, who revel lu the advertising 
tbat their city has obtained. Tbelr be- 
lief in tbe speedy reconstruction of tbe 
city Is absolute.
